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SOLUTION: This termite detector is obtained by 
equipping an electrically insulating material 4 
liable to be damaged by a termite with a detecting 
part 2 made by forming an electroconductive 
pattern 5 composed of an electroconductive 
material and with a detecting part 3 which 
discovers change in electrical characteristics of 
the electroconductive pattern 5 of the detecting 
part 2 and outputting the detecting signal of the 
termite . 
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
